A ldrich rejieatcd his question and Gor­ 
m an said th a t w ith inform ation th e ad- 
n iin is^ atio n has furni.shed up to th e pres­ 
en t tim e the D em ocrats considered it a 
m o s t tiuestionable transactiort and are 
w iiling to tak e th e responsibility and say 
to th e ad m in astratio n w ithout regard to 
j)arty:

.speech, G orm an challenged th e sta te m en t 
th a t em inent engineers said l^ icarag u a 
Tvas not th e p roper route. 
O nly one

feasibility of th e N icaragrua route. 
H e 
respected th e president’s office, b u t de­ 
clared th e executiv m u st hav e resp éct fo r 
congress and “special consideration fo r 
the senate w hen it com es to considera­ 
tion of treaties, fo r h e .cannot m ake one 
w ithout its con-sent.

foreign land to stren g th en the p a rty and 
secure p a rty power. 
If such th o u g h t h as 
entered th e m ind of an y m an, here is th e 
body to sta y it. 
W ho can be seriously 
troubled if th e sen ate in th is caije, as in 
all others, w ill stan d for the safe ty of th e 
m echanic, w age earners, business in te r­ 
ests, peace and prosperity. 
The fath e rs 
created th is body so th a t it can prevent 
Im prudent action. I t ha.s b u t seldom p er­ 
m itted tlic excH em cnt of the h o u r or de­ 
sires of!imbitiou.s m en to p u t in jeopardy 
th e honor of the gov<»mment or its com ­ 
m ercial prosperity.”

S enators H o ar and F o rak er exchanged 
some, .sharp w ords concerning th e la tte r’s 
in terp retatio n of H o ar’s propositions. 


F o ra k er concluded by sta tin g th ere w as 
no real ground fo r criticism of th e course 
of th e ad m in istratio n in th e P an am a m a t­ 
ter, not even th a t th e D em ocrats m ight 
ta k e advan tag e of. 
H e deplored discus­ 
sion of the m a tte r in Open session of th e 
.senate, how ever.

Section one (1). '^ e r e is hereby created 
the office of city matron of the city of 
Jacksonville.

1904, or as soon thereafter as may be, and 
she shall hold office for the term of one

Over half « century ago a little 
sign over a door on West State street 
in the bade part of a hardware and 
drug store, indicated ^lat M. P. & A.

Including pianos, made be­ 
fore 6 o‘cloc‘k at night should be deliv­ 
ered at their homes before breakfast 
Christmas uioruiug. This immense un­ 
dertaking was accomplished, and it was 
loyalty aa well as wages tliat inspired 
these drivers to make good the promine 
of their employer. To them the extra 
fifty dollar eiiecks came as wealth un­ 
foreseen and were accepted in tlie true 
spirit of Christmas. 
The Christmas 
spirit w’as in this tran.sactlon, although 
the employer was paying for value re­ 
ceived, and lilis year he will similarly 
surprise .some other column of his vast 
army of industry. 


This proprietor has on liis payrolls 
during Christmas tinie more than 11,- 
000 employees, and a system is in oper¿ 
ation whereby the majorily of them re­ 
ceive extra money in tlu; liolidu <se «• 
son.

One New York merchant has for 
many years presided over a Christmas 
gathering of his entire force. Tlie eus- 
tom, begun when less tlian 100 guests 
wiû'e eligible, is maintained now when 
1.000 einployees, from managers to casli 
boys, meet on equal footing for one 
night of the year and listen to the sin­ 
cere greeting and recognition Of loya! 
sen’icQ. w'hich are spoken by the pro­ 
prietor as the head of the table.

GREEN. 


At 7:40 o’clock Thursday morning 
at hiß home on West College avenue, 
Marshdll W. Green, on© of the well 
knowp residents of Jacksonville, end­ 
ed his life’s joumey. For two years 
his healtli had been failing and dur­ 
ing recent months his weakness in­ 
creased so rapidly that hi» relatives 
lind friends were löd to eiq^ect that 
the day of his death would not be 
far distant. 


Mr. Green was born April 5, 1842, 
on a farm a few miles east of Jaäs:- 
sonvllle, being a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stephen Green, who were pioneer 
settlers of Mo^an coiuity. The early 
ears of his life were spent on the 
home farm and lie received a good 
education in the common i^hools'. He

tho first students at 
Brown’s" Business college and receiv­ 
ed a scholarship then entitling liim to 
attend at any time afterward) lue 
might elect. 


For twenty-six years he engaged in 
farming and all of that time resided 
east of the city, save one year he 
spent on a farm west of Jacksonville. 
He was a progressive and successful 
farmer and was esx>ecially popular 
with his neighbors because of his 
pleasant ways and willingness to ac­ 
commodate and help others. In 1891 
he mov<^ in to Jacksonville and re­ 
sided on West College avenue. He 
w^ a mail who lived uprightly and 
his character was above reproach. 


Mr. Greon was but 19 years of age 
when the war of the rebellion opened, 
yet he enlisted in Company K, 101st 
Illinois infantry: For three years he 
was in the service and a gallant and 
faithful soldier he proved liimeself. 
After the war he bwame an ardent 
member of Matt Starr Post, G. A. R., 
and was interested in its meetings 
until the last. 


Tho deceased is survived by liis 
wife and one daughter, Alice, at 
home; also a son, Frank L. Green, 
residing on a fa ^ east of ^he city. 
Two cbildreu died in infancy and a 
son, Nathan, died four years ago. 
Thr<^ brothers and tw'p sister also 
survive him: Austin,
